DEAR BROTHER:

In pursu- 
ance of that Resolution we have selected you, among 
others, to fill that Mission; and hope that you will be 
able and willing to promptly respond to this call, as 
the Fall of the yearis the most suitable time to move 
to that country, and the Winter the most fitting sea- 
son to make preparations for crops and to engage in 
general improvements. It is expected that you will 
fill this Mission personally, substitutes not being 
needed. 

You will report to President Erastus Snow, St. 
George, who will direet you where to go.
